Charges that pacifism of the wrong 
sort was being taught in the Chicago 
public schools came yesterday from two 


The first to make complaint waa Mrs. 
Arthur F’, O’Neill, vice president of the 
Daughters of 1812 and head of the pa- 
triotic e@ucation committee of that or- 
ganization tn Tlinola. The public 
schools, Mrs. O’Nefll asserted, were 
using text books on American history 
which had been examined from a stand- 


A second complaint came from Har- 
old J. Howe, attorney at 111 West Mon- 
roe street, asserting that “the way is 
open for the teaching of pacifism in 
the grade schools without any guiding 
text, without any supervision, and cov- 
ering subjects which immature minds 
cannot possibly hope to comprehend 
except by direct advocacy of an issue.” 

Mrs. O’Neill’s attack was directed 
chieily at two of the history texts in 
use in the schools, “ An American His- 
tory,” by David Saville Muzzey of Co- 
lumbia university, and “A History of 
the United States for Schools,” by An- 
drew C. McLaughlin of the University 
of Chicago and Claude H. Van Tyne 
of the University of Michigan. 

The McLaughlin-Van Tyne history, 
it was stated at the school board, is 
in quite general use. The Muzzey 
text is in use in several high schools, 

“Tt is mot a question of historical 
accuracy,” Mrs. O'Neill declared. “It 
is one of leaving out the great deeds 
of our national.heroes, or of showing 
them in poor lights which have no 
educational value, and of giving for- 
eign opinions as much space as Amer- 
ican, to children not old enough to
